 WHEREAS, one such noteworthy person is Andrea McDonald, who was installed in 

2019 as the speaker of the house of the American Pharmacists Association's Academy of

 WHEREAS, during her tenure as a doctoral candidate at Lipscomb, Ms. McDonald has 

served in a number of leadership roles, including APhA-ASP chapter policy and advocacy vice 

president, Tennessee Student Society of Pharmacists (TSSP) member-at-large, and TSSP 

delegate to the Tennessee Pharmacists Association, of which she is a member; and 
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 WHEREAS, in 2018, Andrea McDonald was elected by her fellow student pharmacist 

members of the APhA as speaker of the house for the ASP, and she was installed the following 

year; as speaker, she sits on the APhA Board of Trustees, which is responsible for making 

decisions regarding the future of the pharmacy profession, visits colleges and schools of 

pharmacy throughout the U.S., and attends the APhA-ASP midyear regional meetings; and 

 WHEREAS, throughout her term as APhA-ASP speaker of the house, Andrea McDonald 

has represented the State, the Lipscomb University College of Pharmacy, and the Tennessee 

Pharmacists Association with honor and distinction, serving as an effective member of the APhA
